The Grayling City Council will accept 
applications for a vacant seat on the city 
panel. 

Grayling Mayor Karl Schreiner said the 
Grayling City Charter calls for the council 
to seek applications when there is a vacan- 
cy on the board, 

Dee Maybury submitted her resignation 
to the Grayling City Council on Tuesday, 
March 16. Maybury has moved to Florida 
because she is taking care of family busi- 
ness, 

Maybury ran unopposed in November 
2009, to fill an un-expired term on the city 
council. 

After she was elected, it was discovered 
that Maybury had not paid the city income 
tax for four of the six years she has lived in 
the city. After resolving the issue, Maybury 
took her oath of office. 

Information given to Maybury during the 
income tax violation was given to authori- 
ties. Grayling City Manager David Thayer 
was arrested on Feb, 11 for allegedly violat- 
ing the state's Social Security Number 
Privacy Act law. He was subsequently 
placed on administrative leave, with pay, 
while his court case in pending, 

A hearing, secking dismissal of the 
charges, was scheduled for Monday, April 
5, The hearing was adjourned until May 3. 

Crawford County Undersheriff Shawn 
Krayces arrested Thayer on Thursday, 
March 25, for a charge of public officers- 
making false statements relating to 
finances,

patrol 


renewal 
language 
approved

The Crawford County Board = of 
Commissioners agreed to put a ballot pro- 
posal on the Aug. 3 primary election ballot 
to renew the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department's 24-hour road patrol millage. 

The county board, at its monthly ways 
and means meeting last week, voted to 
place a .08917 mill renewal on the ballot. 
The board will consider the recommenda- 
tion at its next regular monthly meeting set 
for 9 a.m. on Wednesday, April 21. 

The millage, which is for five years, 
would be levied from 2010 to 2014, if 
approved by voters. 

The purpose of the millage is to pay for 
police protection services provided through 
the Crawford County Sheriff's Department, 
including the cost of the 24-hour road 
patrol and sheriff's department staffing and 
equipment. 

Crawford County Administrator Pau! 
Compo said county officials did not want to 
risk asking for a restoration of the full mill- 
age voters approved five years ago with the 
current economic times, The millage rate is 
based upon the millage rate being collected 
currently. Compo said officials did not want 
to cloud the issue with numbers when peo- 
ple go to polls to decide the renewal. 

“We decided in today's economy that 
probably wasn't worth the effort to try to 
explain,’ Compo said. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk Wakefield 
stressed he is seeking voter approval for 
what he pledged to provide five years ago. 

“This is just bare bones faw enforce- 
ment,’ Wakefield said. “It keeps a couple of 
guys on during the day and through the 
night.” 

If approved, the renewal would generate 
$525,025 in its first year. 

Wakefield added that he didn't want to 
place another burden on county residents 
during the current economic recession by 
asking for added funds. 

“{ don't want an increase,” he said. “I just 
want to continue with what TF promised - 
law enforcement 24 hours a day.” 

Compo said that the millage — passed 
muster with County Treasurer Joe Wakeley

Two Grayling civic orga- 
nizations have teamed up 
with the Michigan State 
Police to send three high 
school students considering 
law enforcement careers to 
a trooper school this sum- 
mer. 

The Kiwanis Club of 
Grayling is sponsoring a 
program to send one 
Grayling High School stu- 
dent to the 2010 Student 
Trooper Program. | The 
American Legion Post #106 
has offered to pay for a pair 
of students, hopefully one 
girl and one boy, to the pro- 
gram for potential police 
officers. 

During the six days at the 
academy, the students 
receive an introduction to 
law enforcement, physical 
fitness, defense tactics and 
first aid. They also Jearn 
leadership development, 
water safety, military drill 
and crime and_ forensic 
training. Finally, the stu- 
dents go through scenario- 
based training, patrol train- 
ing, substance abuse aware- 
ness, narcotics and danger- 
ous drugs and working with 
special units such as K-9 
handlers, the Emergency 
Support Team (the State 
Police swat team) and 
underwater recovery. 

A typical day starts at 
5:30 a.m. with one hour of 
physical fitness training.

Before canoe paddlers run 
for the AuSable River for 
the 63rd Weyerhacuser 
AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon, asphalt will be 
dug up, dirt with fly and 
utilities will be replaced on 
a main route to the river. 

The Grayling = City 
Council, at a special meet- 
ing on Monday, approved a 
contract with Gosling 
Czubak for the Ingham 
Street utility improvement 
project. 

In 2009, the city received 
a $388,284 Community 
Development Block Grant 


through =the = Michigan 
Economic = Development 
Corporation, 


The funds will be used to 
replace infrastructure on 
Ingham Street, which runs 
from the I-75 Business 
Loop to Maple Street adja- 
cent to the Old AuSable Fly 
Shop. 


Sewer mains will be 


replaced, water lines will be 
replaced and sanitary sew- 
ers will be replaced. The 
project will also enable the 
city to have the required 10 
feet of lateral and vertical 
space between the water, 
sanitary and storm sewers. 
Finally, the road will be 
repaved and new curbs will 
be built. 

The contract with Gosling 
Czubak, a Traverse City 
based engineering and plan- 
ning firm, is for $50,000. 
Engineers and planners will 
oversee bidding of the con- 
tract, construction staging 
and observation, ficid engi- 
necring and construction 
cost administration. 

Grayling City Police 
Chief Doug Baum, who ts 
serving as the acting 
Grayling City Manager, said 
the construction cost and 
observation costs were simt- 
lar to projects done on 


Lawndale Street and Young 


Street. 
Baum said the state offi- 


cials agreed to release funds 
to get the project underway 
last month, 

“They're good to go as far 
as releasing the funds to get 
things moving,” Baum said. 

Timothy J. Roach, presi- 
dent of Gosling Czubak, 
said bids for the work and a 
reconmnendation on a con- 
tractor would be made in the 
next two to three weeks. 

Initial planning for the 
Ingham Street project took 
place in 2006-07. The pro- 
jects was delayed because 
of reconstruction of the 1-75 
Business Loop last year. In 
the meantime, the city 
received the state grant to 
help fund the work. 

Chad Beckett, director of

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BIPARTISAN APPEAL — When a partic- 
ular letter arrived at my home recently, | 
could not resist opening it once I noted the 
senders — John Engler and Frank J. Kelley. 

The return address may have been a post 
office box in Lansing, but this was one robo- 
letter that demanded to be opened and at 
least scanned. 

I figured it was probably a cross-political 
invitation to a do-good reception of one sort 
or another, or an appeal for some public 
charity for which the two long-time 
Michigan politicians and some time antago- 
nists — former Republican Gov. John Engler 
and long time Democratic Attorney General 
Frank Kelley — had agreed to solicit funds, 
as in food for the poor or relief for earth- 
quake victims. 

hi did indeed turn out to be an appeal for 
money — specifically citing donations from 
$250 to $3,400 - but for the reelection cam- 
paign for Judge Willliam C, Whitbeck, chief 
judge of the Michigan Court of Appeals, 
who faces election again in November.

MOST PLAIN old voters don’t pay much 
attention to the state Court of Appeals, but 
candidates for the court appear on the ballot 
every two years, 

Judges are elected for stx-year terms from 
four different districts. They are term-limit- 

ed only by age - any judge in Michigan can-

and 


not be elected to a new term after reaching 
age 70 — or by ascension to a higher court, 
usually appointment or election to the state 
supreme court. 

Judge Whitbeck is from Lansing in the 
fourth judicial district, which includes 58 of 
Michigan’s 83 counties and stretches gener- 
ally north from Ingham and Livingston 
counties and includes the Thumb, most of 
the northern Lower Peninsula and all the 
Upper Peninsula. 

District one is Wayne, Monroe, Lenawee, 
Hillsdale and Calhoun counties. 


District two is Oakland, Macomb, 
Genesee and Macomb counties. 
District three includes Washtenaw, 


Jackson and Eaton counties, and then 
stretches west to Lake Michigan, south to 
Indiana and north through Newaygo county. 


Each of the four districts includes about 
2.5 million population, and each district has 
seven seats on the Court of Appeals.

JUDGE WHITBECK was first appointed 
by Gov. Engler in 1997, has since been 
elected three times to the court, and was 
named by his fellow appellate judges as 
chief judge in 2002. 

Sitting judges can be nominated for a new 
term by filing a statement saying they want 
to run again. New candidates must file peti- 
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tions from the districts where they live. The 
office appears on the general election ballot 
each two years. 

Judge Whitbeck has a long and impressive 
record in and around the state capital, and 
has earned a breadth of support that runs 
across party lines, as the Engler-Kelley 
solicitation indicates. He should have litle 
problem in winning reelection. 

In fact, sitting judges at all court levels — 
from district and probate judges to the state 
supreme court — enjoy a distinct advantage 
against any newcomer candidate: They are 
designated on the ballot as an incumbent 
judge. 

Coupled with the usual voter apathy or 
lack of information about who’s running for 
judge and what the stakes are, the incum- 
bency designation is the biggest reason very 
few sitting judges lose elections.

Unresolved at this point are questions of 
enforcement. Who will have the responsibil-

they do it? 

Rules are not in place yet, but the message 
is clear: No smoking in workplaces and any- 
where food and drink is served. 

Enforcing the ban likely will fall to local 
units of government, such as county or cily 
health departments. Added enforcement 
duties no doubt will cost money somehow, 
so where do those dollars come from? 

State aid to local governments — so called 
revenue sharing — has been slashed year 
after year, but it looks as if another new 
responsibility will fall to local health and 
law enforcement officials, without any com- 
pensating increase in funding. 

There ought to be a law ... but wait a 
minute. Isn’t there already prohibition 
against something called “unfunded man- 
dates,” which means a bigger government 
cannot require a smaller government to per- 
form new state-ordered obligations without 
reimbursing any added cost that may result? 

Well, that’s one way to help balance the 
state budget, but this same attitude by state 
leaders has helped put local governments, 
including school districts, further and fur- 
ther behind the financing eight ball.

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What health care reform means for you 


The long debate over 
health care reform has con- 
cluded. What we have 
achieved will make a real 
and lasting positive differ- 
ence for Michigan families, 
those who now have insur- 
ance and those who lack it. 

Despite claims that the 
reforms we have passed are 
some sort of radical, gov- 
ernment takeover of our 
health care system, the leg- 
islation we have approved 
makes careful changes 
designed to make our health 
care system work better for 
all of us. Instead of scrap- 
ping the current system, in 
which most Americans get 
their insurance through their 
employer, we have made it 
more secure. Most of the 
176 million Americans who 
get their insurance through 
their job will see few 
changes, and those they do 
see will mean more afford- 
able and effective coverage. 

Some changes will hap- 
pen soon. Some small busi- 
nesses will receive a tax cut 
to make it more affordable 
to provide insurance to their 
employees. Within — six 
months, insurers will be 
required to allow women to 
see an ob-gyn without prior 
approval, and to let parents 
keep coverage for their chil- 
dren until age 26. Insurers 
will be prohibited in most 
cases from denying cover- 
age to children based on 
pre-existing conditions. By 
QOctoher, the federal govern- 
ment will begin helping 
states set up agencies to 
help consumers shop for the 
best coverage and to file 
complaints against unfair 
decisions by their current 
insurance company. 


The new law” means 


immediate improvements 
for seniors receiving 
Medicare. This year, we 
will begin closing the gap in 
prescription drug coverage 
known as the “doughnut 
hole” by providing a $250 
credit to seniors who fall 
into it, Also, seniors on 
Medicare will be entitled to 
preventive care without fac- 
Ing co-payments or 
deductibles. 

Because health care is so 
complex, other changes will 
lake time to implement. 
Eventually, insurers will be 
barred from denying cover- 
age to people of all ages 
based on pre-existing condi- 
tions, eliminating a key 
source of the uncertainty 
many Americans feel about 
the dependability of their 
insurance, Insurers will be 
prohibited from denying 
coverage based on annual or 
lifetime limits and for 
charging exorbitant out-of- 
pocket costs. They will no 
longer be allowed to charge 
higher premiums for 
women based simply on 
gender. 

We also take a host of 
steps to reduce another 
source of insecurity: the ris- 
ing cost of health care, cost 
that threatens to put insur- 
ance out of reach for many 
Americans and to bankrupt 
our nation. Reform. will 
bring more transparency 
and accountability to the 
insurance market, giving 
consumers a chance to sec 
what they’re buying and get 
more bang for their buck. 
We will end wasteful subsi- 
dies to insurance companies 
that provide Medicare cov- 
erage. We will establish a 
panel of experts to recom- 
mend ways to provide better 


health care to Medicare 
beneficiaries at lower cost. 

And we have done what 
Congress has all too often 
failed to do: pay for these 
changes responsibly. The 
wealthiest Americans — 
famuies with more than 
$250,000 in annua) income 
~ will pay slightly higher 
Medicare taxcs. We will 
crack down on compiex 
financial schemes that serve 
no economic — purpose 
except to dodge taxes, And 
we will impose fees on the 
medical device makers, 
drug companies and insur- 
ers that will gain new cus- 
tomers because of our 
reforms. Thanks to these 
steps, the nonpartisan 
Congressional} Budget 
Office estimates health care 
reform will reduce the bud- 
get deficit by more than 
$140 billion over the first 10 
years after enactment and 
by more than $1 trillion 
over the second decade. 

While doing all this, we 
will give more than 30 mil- 
lion Americans who are 
now without insurance the 
ability to purchase afford- 
able coverage that meets 
basic quality standards. For 
too long, too many of our 
fellow citizens have been 
without this basic necessity. 

While the debate over 
reform has been heated and 
all too often marked by dis- 
tortions and untruths, the 
insurance reforms I've 
described are broadly popu- 
Jar, from what J hear from 
so many Michiganians. For 
Michigan and for the 
nation, health care reform is 
a historic victory, one I'm 
proud Congress has been 
able to accomplish.

Learning From 
Israel’s Mistakes 


We have been reminded in 
Romans [1:1-3 that God has 
not cast away His people Israel 
in spite of their disobedience. 
Isracl’s future as a nation is 
assured by God’s grace alone. 
We saw God’s past reservation 
of electing grace in Romans 
11:4: “4But what saith the 
answer of God unto him? | 
have reserved to myself seven 
thousand men, who have not 
bowed the knee to the image of 


~ Baal.” We saw God's present 


remnant of electing grace in 
Romans [1:5: “SEven so then 
at this present time also there 
is a remnant according to the 
election of grace.” Finally, we 
saw God’s permanent restric- 
tion on electing grace in 
Romans 11:6: “6And if by 
grace, then is it no more of 
works; otherwise grace is no 
more grace, But if it be of 
works, then is if no more 
grace: otherwise work is no 
more work.” Grace is fneces- 
sary for salvation, but claims 
of human works negate it. The 
Jatier clause of verse 6 is just 
the converse of the former 
clause, 

Now in Romans 11:7 we 
study the danger of sclf-seek- 
ing religion by works or 
human effort. “7What then? 
Israel hath not obtained that

aula Pessa = Massa 
(Ingberg) Jackson, long 
time resident of Grayling, 
age 91, passed away 
peacefully Saturday, April 
3, 2010 in Grayling,

Paula was born August 
21, 1918 in Minden, 
Germany. Her parents 
were Hirsch Wolf and 
Sosse Charlotte (Klepfisz) 
Ingberg, — both from 
Warsaw, Poland.

As a child, Paula loved 
to sing and read the Tarzan 
novels and her favorite 
romance novel, “Rote 
Rosen" (Red Roses). 
aula recalled songs she 
sang as a youth like 
"Wenn der weise flicder” 
and "Hansel und Gretal” 
and Joved to sing these 
tunes even as an adult. 
She always remembered 
fondly her grade school 
teacher, Herr Dahlmeier 
and her closest friend, Lisa 
Lott Wobker. Paula often 
recalled picnics with her 
younger siblings on the 
river Weser and climbing 
Porta Westalica, the near- 
by mountain. Paula 
attended college — in 
Warsaw, Poland studying 
Fashion Design and was 
awarded a certificate of 
graduation with high 
marks.

seven days to leave the 
country. Paula traveled to 
many consulate offices 
and eventually succeeded 
in obtaining a domestic 
permit to England, Even 
during her journey there, 
she witnessed others being 
taken from the train and 
killed. Paula was the only 
member of her immediate 
family to survive the 
Holocaust. She fled to 
England in 1939 and 
worked various — jobs. 
During WWII, Paula 
served as a member of the 
Women's Land Army ona 
farm near Oundle, 
Peterborough. Paula 
recently received a Merit 
Badge from Great Britain 
for her volunteer service 
during the war. It was 
while volunteering for the 
Women's Land Army that 
she met Kenneth Robert 
Jackson, a Grayling resi- 
dent, who was serving in 
the United States Army 
Air Corps. They met at 
the Red Lion Pub and felt 
instantly in love.. They 
married May 14, 1945 and 
Paula came to Grayling in 
1946, remaining here for 
the rest of her life. 

aula enjoyed music, 
sewing, knitting, philoso- 
phy, history and travel. In 
addition to travel in the 
USA, she visited several 
countries including: 
England, Scotland, Italy, 
Belgium, Poland, 
Germany and Isracl.

Vietnam at the height of 
the war.

Myers said he looks for- 
ward to following in the 
tire tracks of Seeley, who 
made the run in 2009.

Myers is being spon- 
sored by Scott and Natasha 
Kress and from Northern 
Bear Tattoo for the Run for 
the Wall. He is also seeking 
assistance from the 
Grayling Eagles Club and 
American Legion Post 
#106 to help defray his 
costs. 

Myers said he is proud to 
be among a special group 
of people who will take 
part in the Run for the Wall 
to recognize fallen soldiers 
and gain some closure. 

“I'm really proud to be a 
part of such an elite group 
of people,” Myers said.” 
“This isn't about me.” 

As many as 500,000 
motorcyclists are excepted 
to take part in the Rolling 
Thunder Ride, which runs 
from the Pentagon to the 
Arlington Cemetery, 
Veterans, civilians and cur- 
rent service men and 
women are invited to take 
part in the ride, 

“I plan to spend the 
whole day Sunday looking 
for the names of people I 
know who didn't come 
back from Nam - or if they 
did - they were in body 
bags,’ Myers said. 

Myers spends much of 
his time on the Internet, 
communicating with fel- 
low Vietnam veterans and 
researching efforts to rec- 
ognize their service. He 
noted that the Veterans 
Appreciation Alliance has 
produced a documentary 
and spearheaded a move- 
ment called “Before They 
Go.” This summer, the 
Veterans Appreciation 
Alliance is working in con- 
junction with Major 
League Baseball and teams 
to provide tickets and 
funds so Vietnam veterans 
can be recognized at the 
baseball games. According 
to the initiative, 2.9 sol- 
diers served in the Vietnam 
War, 58,000 were killed in 
combat and 130,000 have 
committed suicide since 
the war. A total of 390 
Vietnam veterans dic each 
day, mostly due to expo- 
sure to Agent Orange and a 
lesser-known Agent 
Purple, chemicals used to 
decrease the jungle vegeta- 
tion that soldiers tought in. 
A majority of Vietnam vel- 
erans are expected to be 
lost by 2015, therefore the 
stepped up efforts to pay 
tribute to a legacy long past 
due and separate the war 
from the warrior. 

“It's just a shame that a 
lot of vets are not around to 
see this day come,” Myers 
said,
